Let  your  Light  fo  Jhine^  before  Men^  that  they  may  fee 
your  good  Worh^  atid  glorify  your  Father  which  is  in 
Heaven. 

TH  E  Exhortation  contained  in  the  Text  is  this,  That 
the  Life  of  a  Chriftian  fhould  be  ufeful,  exemplary,  and 
inftruftive,  abounding  in  every  Virtue,  whofe  Pradtice  may 
contribute  to  the  Improvement  and  Happinefs  of  Mankind,  and  to 
the  Advancement  of  God’s  Honour  and  Glory.  To  promote  thefe 
Ends  in  the  utmoft  Extent,  his  Life  fliould  be  adive  and  public. 
He  muft  converfe  familiarly  with  Mankind,  and  inftrud  by  Example 
as  well  as  Dodrine,  giving  open.  Inftances  of  his  Piety,  Humility, 
and  Purity,  of  his  Benevolence,  Humanity,  and  Charityj  and  in 
fhort  of  every  other  Grace  and  Virtue,  which  the  Incidents  and  Af¬ 
fairs  of  Life  give  him  the  Opportunity  of  pradifing,  or  the  Com¬ 
mands  of  his  Lord  have  injoined. — It  is  not  enough  to  believe  aright  j 
the  Goodnefs  of  our  Works  muft  give  Evidence  to  the  Purity  of  our 
Faith;  and  we  muft  prove  our  ftedfaft  Adherence  to  our  Religion  by 
the  Conftancy  and  Regularity  of  our  Pradice,  as  well  as  by  the  Ho« 
linefs  of  our  Belief.— We  fhould  not  feek  Privacy  and  Retirement, 
where  the  Pradice  of  many  Virtues  becomes  knpoflible,  the  good  In¬ 
fluence  of  all  is  abfolutely  loft. 


Now  all  this  is  to  be  done,  that  Men  may  fee  our  good  Worh^ 
>and  glorify  our  Father  *whkh  is  in  Heaven:  That  is,  that  Men^ 
by_  feeing  the  gopiEffeds_gl^^^  up.on„jour  Lives  and  Adions, 

how  Tr~reforms  The  Vice?  and  regulates  the  difo’rddly  Pafliohs  of 
Mankind,  how  it  exalts  and  purifies  their  Nature,  and  makes  them 
fruitful  in  every  good  Word  and  Work,  may  be  perfuaSed  to  embrace 
and  praftife  fo  excellent  a  Religion,  and  give  Glory  to  God  for 
haying  given  fuch  Goodnefs  unto  Man.  -

In  this  Senfe  we  are  faid  to  glorify  our  Father  which  is  in  Heaven. 
For  we  muft  not  Imagine  that  God  can  poffibly  Hand  in  need  of  our 
Praifes,  or  that  his  effential  Glory  and  Happinefs  can  receive  either 
Increafe  or  Diminution  by  our  Performance  or  Negled  of  this  Duty. 
No  :  Whatever  weTr  all  created  Beings  can  fay  or  do  in  Honour  of 
'him  muft  fall  fo  far  fhort  of  his  Divine  Majefty,  muft  indeed  be  fo 
utterly  unworthy  of  his  infinite  and  ineffable  Perfedions  of  Juftice, 
Power,  Wifdom  and  Goodnefs,  as  (were  he  extreme  to  mark  what 
is'^done  or  faid  amifs)  would  be  judged  by  him  to  be  rather  a  Vio¬ 
lation  than  Exaltation  of  his  Glory.  For  he  himfelf  declares,  that 
his  Name  is  ^exalted  above  all  BleJJing  and  Praife  :  His  Glory  is  above 
the  Heaven  as  well  as  the  Earth,  above  the  Tongues  and  Con¬ 
ceptions  not  only  of  Men,  but  of  Angels.  When  therefore  he  com¬ 
mands  frail  and  ignorant  Men  to  glorify  Him  in  their  Body  a?2d  in 
their  Spirit^  which  are  His^  he  commands  it  in  Kindnefs  to  them,  as 
it  is  the  beft  and  noblefl:  and  moft  delightful  Exercife  of  their  Fa¬ 
culties  and  Powers,  moft  truly  perfedive  of  their  Nature,  and  pro- 

dudive  of  their  greateft  and  higheft  Happinefs  here  and  hereafter.

Such  is  the  Nature  of  the  Duty  injoined  by  our  Lord  in  my  Text, 
and  recommended  to  our  Pradice  by  his  own  moft  perfed  Example, 
For  while  he  remained  upon  Earth,  it  was  his  Meat  and  Drink  to 
do  his  Father's  Will^  and  he  went  about  doing  Good.  After 
his  Departure,  how  his  Apoftles  and  Difciples  imitated^  his  illu- 

ftrious 
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ftrious  Pattern,  we  learn,  not  only  from  their  Words  and  ProfejSions, 
but  from  their  Lives  and  Adlions,  which  were  wholly > devoted  p  the 
Promotion  of  God’s  Honour,,  and  the,  Good, of  Maphind.  To  this 
they’  readily  facrificed  every  woiddly  Honqur  neither, 

fata  any  among  ihem^  .that  aught  of 'the  Things  ri^hi eh  he  pojfejfed, 
was  his  owny  but  they  had  all  Things  in  common y  and  Difiribution 
was  made  unto  every  Man  according  as  he  had  need.  d£is  the  ivth, 

Vei.  32.  34*  35*  .  .  .  ,  .  '  ■ 


Nor  did  this  heroic  Ardor  die  with  the  Firft  Difciples,  ‘but  ani-* 
mated  in  an  eminent  Degree  their  Followers.  Nay,  for  feveral  Ages 
Hiftory  informs  us  from  the  Teftimony  both  of  Friends  and  ^  Ene¬ 
mies,  that  it  was  the  peculiar  Glory  and  Honour  of  the  Chriftian 
Name,  that  the  Behaviour  of  its  Profeffors  was  agreeable  to  the 
Dodtrine  they  maintained,  that  the  Integrity  of  their  Morals  was 
anfwerable  to  the  Purity  of  their  Faith,  and  that  they  did  not 
fpeak  great  Things,  but  lived  them.  {Min,  Fel,  in  Dial  prope

They  then  could  boaft,  without  Fear  of  Contradidtion,  that  in 
their  Praftice,  as  well  as  Belief, they  excelled  the  reft  of  Mankind ;  and 
while  the  Heathen  Philofophers  contented  themfelves  with  giving  Rules 
fpr  the  Regulation  of  Manners,  the  CHriftian  fppke  by  Example,  and 
illuftrated  the  Virtues  he  taught  'by  the  Eloquence  of  Pradlice.-— 
‘‘  We  (fays  one  of  their  Apologifts  fpeaking  to  the  Heathen)  are 
the  only  harmlefs  People  among  you.  And  where  is  the' Wonder, 
if  it  cannot  well  be  otherwifej*  As  in  Truth  it  cannot,  confidering

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o»r  Education.  For  the  Innocence  we  are  taught,  we  arc  taught 
of  God,  and  we  know  our  Leflbn  perfectly  well,  as  being  revealed 
“  to  us  by  the  Mafter  of  all  Pcrfedtion ;  and  we  obferve  it  feithfully 
as  the  Command  of  an  all-feeing  Lawgiver,  who,  we  know,  is 
not  to  be  defpifed  but  at  the  Hazard  of  everlafting  Happinefs,— . 
Whereas  your  Syftems  of  Virtue  are  but  the  Conjedures  of  human 
Philofophy,  and  the  Power  which  commands  Obedience,  merely 
human  :  And  fo  neither  the  Rule  nor  Power  indifputabic,  and 
confequently  the  one  too  imperfed  to  inftruft  fully,  the  other  too 
weak  to  command  effedually ;  both  which  are  abundantly  pro- 
vided  for  by  a  Revelation  from  God,  ^€rt»  ylpoh  Cap.

Whilft  thus  the  Chriftians  of  the  Firfl:  Ages  took  care  to  fhine  as 
Lights  in  the  World,  and  to  adorn  the  Dodrine  of  God  their  Saviour 
in  all  Things,  great  and  glorious  Effeds  were  vifible  from  it :  Men 
from  admiring  were  foon  induced  to  imitate  fuch  illuftrious  Examples, 
to  break  thro’  the  Prejudices  of  Nature  and  Education,  to  renounce 
the  Errors,  in  which  they  had  been  long  entangled,  and  the  Vices 
tiiey  long  had  pradifed,  to  embrace  a  Religion  that  effedually  taught 
fuch  exalted  Holinefs  and  Piety  5  and,  by  feeing  the  good  Works 
which  diftinguifhed  the  Lives  of  Chrift’s  true  Difciples,  were  per- 
fuaded  to  give  their  Names  to  him,  to  imitate  thofe  good  Works,  and 
thereby  glorify  alfo  their  Father  in  Heaven. 

Thefe  were  the  Days  of  the  Triumph  of  Chriftianity,  vidorious 
©ver  Pagan  Impiety  and  Superftition,  as  much  by  the  Purity  of  the 
Lives  of  its  Profeffors,  as  by  the  Truth  and  Excellency  of  its  Doc¬ 
trines.  They  were  indeed  the  Lights  'of  the  Worlf  and  by  the 
Brightnefs  of  their  Example  difpelled  the  grofs  Darknefs,  with  which 
it  then  was  covered.  This  Confideration  well  deferves  to  employ

eur  moft  frequent  and  ferious  Attention,  in  order  to  fliew  us  the 
powerful  Effeds  of  true  Religion,  when  zealoufly  and  confeientioufly 
praAifed,  and  to  excite  us  to  a  vigorous  and  Heady  Imitation  of  thofc 
Virtues  which  were  the  Glory  of  the  firll  Ages,  and  ought  to  be  the 
Glory  of  all.  Certain  it  is,  that  we  of  this  Age  want  fomething  of 
this  Nature  to  revive  our  Zeal,  to  reinforce  the  Pradlice  of  many 
Chriftian  Graces  and  Virtues,  and  to  make  us  abound  in  the  Work 
of  the  Lard,  For  it  is  undeniable,  that  if  we  were  weighed  in  the 
Balance  with  the  primitive  Chriftians,  we  Ihould,  in  moft  Graces 
and  Virtues,  be  found  greatly  wanting.  How  this  comes  to  pafs, 
and  why  we  do  not  pradtife  thofe  Rules' with  that  Pundluality  and 
Zeal,  with  which  They  did,  feeing  the  Duty,  the  Motives,  the 
Obligations,  remain  the  fame ;  why,  I  fay,  we  do  not  perfevere  in 
that  Religion  now  with  that  Ardour  and  AfFedlion  when  we  may  do 
it  with  Safety  and  Security,  which  They  maintained  in  Perfecutions, 
in  Perils,  in  Diftrefles  of  every  Kind,  neither  the  Time  allotted  to 
thefe  Difeourfes,  nor  the  Regard  due  to  the  Occafion  of  this  Solem¬ 
nity,  will  permit  me  to  enquire ;  though  perhaps  it  might  not  be  fo 
difficult  as  fhameful  to  difeover.. 

But  there  is  one  Particular,  in  which  many  of  the  prefent  Genera¬ 
tion  fo  notorioufly  tranfgrefs  the  Duty  of  glorifying  their  God  and 
Saviour,  that  it  ought  not  to  be  paffed  over,  and  which,  by  the 
powerful  Influence  of  Example,  is  of  fo  pernicious  and  fatal  a 
Tendency  towards  deftroying  the  very  Being  of  Chriftianity,  that 
the  Guilt  and  Danger  of  it  fliould,  upon  every  Occafion,  be  ex- 
pofed. 

There  are  fome  who  believe  the  Gofpel,  and  yet  are  afhamed  and 
afraid  to  profefs  that  Belief  publickly,  who,  though  they  are  inwardly 
convinced  of  the  Truth  of  its  Doftrincs,  and  the  Juftice  and  Excel- 


lency  of  its  Precepts,  yet  want  the  Courage  to  declare,  on  neceffary 
Occafions,  their  firm  Perfuafioa  of  the  One,,  and  openly  to  profefs 
their  Refolution  to  conform  their  Lives<and  'Adlions  to  the  Other  ; 
and  are  guilty  of  all  this  wretched  Inconfiftency,  and  mean  Prevari¬ 
cation,  for  Fear  of  incurring,  though  unjuftly,  the  dreadful  Impu¬ 
tation  of  Bigotry,  or  Hypocrify,  Enthufiafm,  or  Superflition. 

But  what  can  be  imagined  more  unreafonable  and  foolifh,  more 
bafe  and  difhonourable,  than  this  Conduct  ?  What  ? — Becaufe  fome 
Men  wear  a  falfe  Form  of  Godlinefs,  fhall  I  caft  off  or  diflemble  its 
real  Power  ?  Becaufe  fome  are  indeed  Hypocrites,  fhall  I  therefore 
endeavour  to  appear  an  Infidel  ?—  Or  becaufe  others  worfhip  God 
with  a  fuperftitious  Fear,  and  in  a  Way  or  Manner  which  he  has 
not  commanded,  or  perhaps  forbidden,  muft  I,  for  that  Reafon,  not 
worlhip  him  at  all  ?  Becaufe  they  fhew  a  fervile  Fear,  fhall  I  not 
pay  him  a  filial  Obedience  ?  Becaufe  their  difordered  Imaginations 
reprefent  him  as  an^  arbitrary  Tyrant,  fhall  I  not  reverence  him  as 
my  moll  gracious  Sovereign,  my  moft  bountiful  Benefadtor  ?— Or  if 
a  pretended  or  real  Zeal  for  his  Word  and  Ordinances  fhould  induce 
either  hypocritical  or  enthufiafiic  Men  on  every  trivial  and  vulgar 
Occafion  to  furfeit  bur  Language,  and  cloy  our  Ears,  with  the  fre¬ 
quent  Mifapplication  of  Chriffs  Word,  mufl  we  therefore  be  ajhamed 
of  the  Gofpel^  or  afraid  to  name  the  Name  of  Chriji  ?  Mufl  we 
difclaim  the  Senfe,  becaufe  they  ftunus  with  the  Sound  of  Religion? 
— In  a  Word,  If  they  are  mad,  muft  we  be  therefore  profane  ?  Or 
if  fome  Men  have  furfeited  the  World  by  an  oftentatious  Difplay  of 
good  Qualities  which  they  have  not,  are  we  therefore  to  be  Hypo¬ 
crites  in  Vice,  and  put  on  the  Mafk  of  Irreligion  to  conceal  the  real 
Purity  of  our  inward  Affedlions  ? — Of  all  Kinds  of  Rebellion  againfl 
God,  furely  this  is  the  weakefl,  and  the  moft  contemptible,  to  dread 
Difgrace  for  that  which  muft  be  the  Source  of  immortal  Honour 
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and  Glory,  and,  in  order  to  avoid  a  momentary  Shame,  plunge  our- 
felves  into  everlafting  Infamy.  For  whatever  fuch  double  Dealers 
between  God  and  Man  may  think  to  the  contrary,  and  tho’  fome- 
times,  when  they  know  their  Company,  and  believe  their  Honour 
and  Reputation  not  to  be  endangered  by  the  Difcovery,  they  may 
venture  to  own  themfelves  Chriftians,  yet  they  will  derive  little  Ad¬ 
vantage  from  fuch  a  Confeffion.  For  in  that  Day  when  all  other 
Titles  and  Denominations  of  Honour  fliall  be  no  more,  and  the 
Name  of  Chriftian  fhall  be  the  only  Diftinftion,  that  will  ftand  us 
in  any  Stead  to  make  good  our  Pretenfions  to,  they  will  then  be  re¬ 
minded  of  the  dreadful  Sentence,  which  their  Judge  has  already  de¬ 
nounced  againft  them  in  thefe  Words  5  Whofoever  Jhall  confefs  me 
before  Men  ^  him  will  1  confefs  alfo  before  my  Father  which  is  in 
Heaven, — Bat  whofoever  Jhall  deny  me  before  Men^  him  will  I  alfo 
deny  before  my  Father  which  is  in  Heaven.  Matt,  xii,  30. 

Guard  therefore  your  Hearts,  I  befeech  you,  my  Brethren,  againft 
this  faftiionable  but  fatal  Concealment  of  the  Light  which  is  in  you ; 
nor  ever  fuffer  yourfelves  to  be  drawn  by  falfe  Shame,  and  vitious 
Modefty,  to  ftand  more  in  Awe  of  the  unjuft:  Cenfures  of  Man  than 
the  juft  Judgments  of  God.  No :  Let  it  rather  be  your  conftant 
Study  to  provide  for  honeft  Fhings  not  only  in  the  Sight  of  the  Lord^ 
but  in  the  Sight  of  Men,  2  Cor.  viii.  21. — Among  whom  even 
the  Wicked  and  Profane  themfelves  are  not  always  proof  againft 
a  fteady  and  uniform  Example  of  Piety  and  Virtue,  .efpecially  when 
adorned  and  foftened  by  being  placed  in  the  mild  and  amiable  Lights 
of  Patience,  Humility,  and  Meeknefs.  But  if  fill  ye  be  reproached 
for  the  Name  of  Chrif  happy  are  ye  ;  for  the  Spirit  of  Glory  and  of 
God  rejieth  upon  you  On  their  Part  he  is  evtUfpoken  of  but  on  your 
Part  he  is  glorified,  i  Pet,  iv.  14,  ‘  ,  '  s  ' 

There 


There  Is  however  one  Virtue  ftill,  fo  lovely  in  its  own  Nature, 
and  of  fo  good  Report  among  Men,  and  indeed  fo  effential  and  in- 
feparable  a  Part  of  Humanity  itfelf,  that  it  is  not  in  the  Power  of 
the  wittieft:  Scorner,  or  moft  invenomed  Infidel,  to  make  Mankind 
afhamed  of  its  Praftice. 

Need  I  to  this  Affembly  fay,  that  I  mean  that  beft  of  good  Works, 
that  moll  excellent  Gift  of  Charity,  the  vecy  Bond  of  Peace,  and 
of  all  Cbriftian  Virtue  ? 

Againft  our  manifold  and  indifpenfable  Obligations  to  this  Duty  in 
general,  no  Objeition  can  be  made. — About  the  Manner  of  dif- 
charging  one  very  confiderable  Part  of  it,  viz.  Bounty  to  the  Poor, 
Doubts  and  Scruples  may  and  do  arife  even  in  the  Interpretation  of 
Scripture  itfelf. 

For  Inllance :  In  the  Exercife  of  this  Virtue  our  Lord  in  another 
Part  of  this  excellent  Sermon  on  the  Mount  commands  his  Difciplcs, 
to  be  modell  and  fecret,  720t  to  let  their  Left  Hand  knCiW  what  their 
Right  Hand  does,  A  Command,  which  may  at  firft  feem  to  coh- 
tradift  the  Rule  laid  down  in  my  Text,  and  to  prohibit  all  public 
Charities.  But  if  we  conlidcr  either  the  Nature  of  the  Thing,  or 
the  Words  themfelvcs,  we  fhall  foon  perceive,  that  it  is  not  the 
Ailion,  but  the  felfilh  and  vain-glorious  Motive,  which  our  Saviour 
there  condemns.  Public  and  private  Charities  (as  well  as  Prayers) 
have  each  of  them  their  proper  Ufe  and  Seafon,  and  may,  nay  mull 
both  of  them  be  praftifed  by  us  5  for  both  are  injoined  by  our  Lord. 
— By  our  private  Bounty  we  may  be  better  able  to  affurc  ourfelves 
of  the  Purity  and  Sincerity  of  our  Intention  to  approve  ourfelves 
thereby  to  God  rather  than  to  Man.  And  for  this,  He  whe  feeth  in 
fecret  will  in  his  due  fime  reward  us  openly,— On  thefe  Occafion^^, 

tho’ 
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tho'  the  Hand  remain  unfeen  and  unknown,  yet  the  Bounty  may 
defcend  upon  our  poor  diftrelTed  Brethren  like  the  refrefhing  Devv^s^ 
that  fall  unobferved  upon  the  tender  Herb  in  the  Silence  and  Secrecy 
of  Night. — On  other  Occafions,  where  the  Concurrence  of  many  is 
neceflary  to  anfwer  the  Greatnefs  of  the  Exigency,  we  may  by  our 
public  Contributions,  and  the  Influence  of  our  Example,  remind  _ 
others  of  their  Duty,  and  animate  them  to  the  Performance  of  it. 
Our  Light  thus  fhining  in  open  Afts  of  Beneficence  may  not  only  be 
feen  but  felt  by  the  Rich  as  well  as  the  Poor,  and  may  kindle  in  the 
coldefl:  and  moll:  infenfible  Hearts  a  noble  and  ufeful  Emulation. — 
Nor  is  this  Argument,  which  is  drawn  from  the  Neceffity  of  exciting 
others  by  our  Example,  neglefted  by  St,  Paul  himfelf,  who,  in  order 
to  raife  an  Emulation  between  them  and  the  Macedonians^  thus 
addreffes  the  Corinthians :  Tour  Zeal  hath  provoked  very  many. — For 
the  Adminifiration  of  this  Service  [public  Contributions  to  the  Poor] 
not  only  fupplieth  the  Want  of  the  Saints^  but  is  abundant  alfo  by  many 
Thankfgivings  to  God.  Whiles  by  the  Experiment  of  this  Minifira^ 
tion  they  glorify  God  for  your  prof ejjed  Subjection  unto  the  Gofpel^  and 
for  your  liberal  Diflribution  unto  them^  and  unto  all  Men.  i  Cor. 
Chap.  ix.  Ver.  2.  12.  13. 

This  Obfervation  naturally  brings  me  to  recommend  to  you  the 
happy  Opportunity,  which  this  charitable  Alfembly  prefents,  of 
putting  this  admirable  Virtue  in  Practice,  and  of  glorifying  in  the 
mofl:  eminent  Manner  your  Father  which  is  in  Heaven,  by  relieving 
with  your  united  Endeavours  one  of  the  greatefl  Diftrefles,  that  youf 
Brethren  can  fuffer  upon  Earth. 

For  among  thefe  furely  may  juftly  be  reckoned  Poverty  aggravated 
by  Sicknefs,  laborious  Poverty  difabled  by  Accidents  from  procuring 
its  ordinary  Subfiftence,  the  Rewards  of  honefl:  Induftry,  Now 

C  when 
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when  fuch  Objefts  excite  our  juft  Compaffion,  what  Method  can  be 
found  fo  eafy  andeffedlual  for  their  Relief^  as  thefe  public  Infirmaries?  In 
which  the  Care  and  Neatnefs^  the  Cleannefs  and  Regularity  of  the  Diet, 
the  Commodioufnefs  of  the  Lodging,  the  Goodnefs  and  almoft  incre* 
dible  Cheapnefs  of  the  Medicines,  the  Diligence  of  the  Nurfes,  and  the 
Skill  and  Integrity  of  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons,  thefe  undeniable 
Advantages  confidered,  together  with  the  contrary  Inconveniences, 
Negledl's,  Difficulties,  and  Expences,  that,  alas!  almoft  unavoidably 
attend  every  other  Means  employed  for  their  Relief  either  by  privaie 
Perfons  at  their  feparate  Homes,  or  by  Pariffies  in  a  common  Work- 
houfe,  are  fuch  convincing  Arguments  for  our  preferring  them  before 
all  others,  and  are  now  fo  fully  confirmed  by  the  Pradtice  and  Ex¬ 
perience  of  moft  Parts  of  the  Kingdom^  that  it  may  fuffice  barely  to 
have  mentioned  them. 

In  the  fmall  Number  of  Years  in  which  this  charitable  Inftitutlon, 
for  the  Promotion  of  which  we  are  now  affembled,  has  been  formed 
by  you,  how  many  pitiable  Objeds  have  been  refcued  by  it  from 
Defpair  and  Ruin  ? — Many  a  chearful  happy  Family,  feized  with 
Terror  and  Difmay  by  fome  violent  Sicknefs,  or  fudden  Accident, 
threatening  the  Lofs  of  the  Life  or  Limbs  of  their  Parents  and  Sup¬ 
porters,  has  hourly  expected  to  be  numbered  with  the  Fatherlefs  and 
the  Widows:  Wffien  behold!  how  foon  by  the  Tendernefs,  Skill, 
and  Care,  wdth  ‘which  they  have  been  received  and  treated  in  this 
Houfe  of  Mercy,  have  they  been  reftored  in  Health  and  Vigour  to 
the  longing  Sight  of  their  Wives  and  Children,  and,  with  them, 
every  earthly  Bleffing  that  their  unambitious  Hearts  could  defire  ? 

But  this  Advantage  of  giving  Relief  to  the  Sick  and  Lame,  great  as 
it  is,  this  Infirmary  poflefles  only  in  common  with  many  other  Ho- 
fpitals  in  the  Kingdom,  There  is  another  which  is  almoft  peculiar  to 

it. 


it.  It  not  only  preferves,  but  may  be  laid  in  fomc  meafure  to  pro-, 
duce  Life :  It  not  only  reftores  Health  to  the  Sick,  and  Limbs  to 
the  Lame,  but  aflifts  the  tender  Infant  ftruggling  into  Life>  and 
though  it  cannot  prevent,  yet  it  alleviates  the  Pangs  of  the  agonizing 
Parent,  whofe  helplefs  Offspring  might  otherv^ays  find  an  untimely 
Grave  in  the  Womb  that  bears  it.  And  furely  if  there  be  a  Diftrefs 
and  Danger  incident  to  human  Nature  that  deferves  peculiar  Com- 
paffion,  it  is  this.  And  if  there  ever  was  a  Time  when  the  Fruit  of 
the  Womb,  the  Children  of  the  fober,  married,  and  induftrious 
Poor,  demanded  the  paternal  Care  and  Proteftion  of  the  Community, 
it  Is  now:  When  its  Numbers  have  been  greatly  lefTened  by  the  Ravages 
of  a  long  and  wafting  War,  and  when  Thoufands  ftill  fall  befides  us, 
and  Ten  thoufands  at  our  Right-hand,  by  that  peftilential  Spirit, 
whofe  fatal  Effects  have  not  only  alarmed  the  Fears,  but  feem  to 
perplex  the  Skill  and  Wifdom  of  the  whole  Legiflature  to  prevent 
them. 

God  grant,  that  the  numerous  Difficulties  attending  their  Endea-* 
vours  may  not  fo  effectually  baffle  their  united  Power,  as  to  leave  the 
Evil  ftill  fubfifiing,  and  the  Alleviation  of  it  to  Charity  only  ! 

But,  God  be  praifed,  degenerate  as  we  are  in  other  refpects,  we  are 
not  yet  deprived  of  the  Support  and  Affiftance  of  that  excellent 
Virtue.  Tho’  many  of  the  other  Virtues,  for  which  this  Nation  was 
once  fo  highly  renowned,  and  by  the  Influence  of  which  it  has  fo 
greatly  profpered,  have  either  wholly  left  it,  or  their  Footfteps  are 
rarely  to  be  traced  amongft  us,  luxurious,  wanton,  licentious,  giddy, 
and  profane  as  we  are,  the  guardian  Angel  of  Charity  has  not 
yet  relinquifhed  his  Charge ;  He  feems  more  and  more  divinely  deter¬ 
mined,  in  proportion  to  the  Increafe  of  Vice  and  Mifery,  to  fufpend 

at  leaft,  if  not  prevent  our  Ruin,  by  infpiring  the  Minds  of  many 

C  a  amongft 
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amongft  .us  with  the  wifeft  Schemes  of  Beneficence  that  ever  did  Ho¬ 
nour  to  any  Community  antient  or  modern^  generoufly  providing  every 
Expedient  that  can  be  devifed  for  the  Relief  of  Poverty,  Sicknefs, 
and  Diftrefles  of  every  Kind  from  the  Womb  to  the  Grave, 

May  the  fweet  Incenfe  of  thefe  your  pious  Offerings  be  wafted  to 
Heaven  by  the  Prayers  and  Thankfgivings  of  the  grateful  Objedls  of 
your  Bounty,  and,  afcending  unto  the  Throne  of  Grace,  call  down 
from  thence  upon  you  and  yours  the  richeft  Bleffings  that  God  can 
give,  or  Man  receive!  May  they  foften  your  Toils,  fweeten  your 
Cares,  alleviate  your  Pains,  and  purify  your  Pleafures,  and  procure 
each  of  you  a  Portion  of  that  continual  Feaft^  a  good,  a  felf-approving 
Confcience  1 

But  faint  and  languid  is  every  thing  that  we  can  fay  to  recommend 
and  defcribe  this  divine  Virtue,  and  its  tranfcendent  Rewards  I 

Hear  therefore  the  Diredflon  of  God  himfelf  by  the  Mouth  of  his 
evangelical  Prophet :  Deal  thy  Bread  to  the  Hungry^  and  Bring  the- 
Poor  that  are  caji  out  to  thy  Houfe  ;  when  thou  feeji  the  Naked^  cover 
hiniy  and  hide  not  thyfelf  from  thhie  own  Flefh :  Then  Jhall  thy  Light 
break  forth  as  the  Mornings  and  thine  Health  Jhall  Jpring  forth) 
Jpeedily  :  And  thy  Right eoufnejs  Jhall  go  before  thee^  the  Glory  of  the 
Lord  Jhall  be  thy  Rere-ward,  If  thou  draw  out  thy  Soul  to  the  Hungry^ 
and  fatisfy  the  afliBled  Soul^  then  Jhall  thy  Light  rife  in  Obfeurity^ 
and  thy  Darknefs  be  as  the  Noon-day.  {If  Iviii,  Ver.  7.  8.  10.) 
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Account  of  the  Middles ex-Hospital,  for  the  Recep¬ 
tion  of  Sick  and  Lame,  and  for  Lying-in  Married 
Women,  in  Windmill-Street^  Tottenham  Court  Road, 

The  happy  Effeds  arlfing  from  the  feveral  Hofpltals,  ered'ed 
about  thefe  two  great  Cities,  for  the  Reception  of  difeafed 
Poor,  will  fufficlently  juftify  the  Inftitution  of  This. 

Nature  and  Religion  patronize  every  Inftance  of  Diftrefs  ;  but  they 
moll  powerfully  befriend  that  deeped  of  all  Diftrefles,  Sicknefs  in 
Poverty.  Sicknefs  itfelf  will  excite  Compaffion,  tho’  alleviated  by 
every  Comfort  and  Advantage  of  Wealth.  How  much  ftronger  a 
Sympathy  then  mu  ft  arife  at  the  Sight  or  Idea  of  Sicknefs  embitter’d 
by  Poverty  !  Or,  confidered  in  another  View,  how  affeding  is  the 
Condition  of  Poverty  difabled  by  Sicknefs !  This  Afflidion,  .  extreme 
as  it  is,  is  known  to  be  very  frequent.  Moft  Men  are  inclined,  but 
few,  very  few  in  Comparifon,  have  the  Power  to  relieve  it.  Public 
Contributions,  therefore,  feemed  the  moft  likely  Means  to  effeft- 
what  the  private  Bounty  of  Individuals  could  not^  This  gave  Rife, 
in  the  prefent  charitable  Age,  to  Infirmaries  5^  and  the  Continuance 
and  Increafe  of  the  voluntary  Subferiptions,  by  which  they  are  fup- 
ported,,  are  the  ftrongeft  Argument  that  they  have  anfwered  their 
End.  But  as  there  are  fome  populous  Parts  of  the  Town^  which,, 
on  Account  of  their  Diftance,  and  the  Number  of  their  Poor,  receive 
little  Benefit  from  thefe  noble  Defigns,  it  is  hoped,  that  the  Situation 
of  this  Hofpital,  and  its  more  extenfive  Ufe  in  providing  for  the 

e  DiftrelTes 
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Diftreffes  of  poor  aiarried  Women  with  Child,  will  recommend  it 
to  the  Afliftance  and  Contribution  of  thofe  whom  Humanity  or  Re¬ 
ligion  infpire  with  Benevolence. 

.This  Hofpital  confifts  of  two  convenient  Houfes  adjoining  to  each 
other,  in  an  airy  Situation.  It  was  firft  inftituted  in  i745j 

for  the  Relief,  of  Sick  and  Lame  ;  and  in  yuly  1747,  an  additional 
Provifion  was  made  for  the  Reception  of  Lying-in  Married  Women. 

The  Qi^lification  of  a  Governor  of  this  Charity  is  an  annual 
Subfcription  of  Three  Guineas :  Which  alfo  intitles  the  Subfcriber  to 
recommend,  and  have  in  the  Houfe,  at  one  Time,  either  one  Sick 
or  Lame  Patient,  and  one  Lying-in  Woman,  and  Out-Patients.  A 
Subfcription  of  Five  Guineas  per  Annum  intitle's  the  Subfcriber  to 
recommend  one  Sick  or  Lame  In-Patient,  Out-Patients,  and  one 
Lying-in  Woman.  A  Subfcription  of  Thirty  Guineas  at  one  Pay¬ 
ment,  conftitutes  the  Subfcriber  a  Governor  for  Life,  with  the  laft 
mentioned  Privilege.  Contributions  of  leffer  Sums  than  Three  Guineas 
per  Annum ^  are  thankfully  received,  and  intitle  the  Contributors  to 
recommend  one  Sick  or  Lame  In-Patient,  and  one  Out-Patient  at 
the  fame  time. 

A  Committee  of  the  Governors  (appointed  Q^rterly)  meet  at  the 
Hofpital  every  Tuefday^  at  Ten  of  the  Clock,  to  receive  and  dif- 
charge  Patients;  and  to  tranfadt  the  other  neceffary  Bufnefs  of  the 
Houfe,  where  every  Governor,  tho’  not  of  the  Committee,  has  a  Right 
to  be  prefent,  and  his  Attendance  is  received  as  a  Favour.  A  Report 
of  their  Proceedings  is  made  to  the  General  Court  held  every  Quarter, 
where  the  Refolutions  of  this  Committee  are  approved  or  rejedfed. 

The  Phyficians  vifit  the  Patients  every  Tuefdayy  7hurjday^  and  Sa^ 
turdayy  and  on  intermediate  Days,  when  particular  Cafes  require  it* 
The  Surgeons  attend  every  Day. 

Patients  are  admitted  on  a  Letter  of  Recommendation  from  a  Go- 
vernor  or  Contributor,  who  may  recommend  In-Patients,  and  have 
.  '  '  Out- 
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Oat-Patlents  upon  the -Books,  according  to  the  Regulations  above- 
mentioned.  And  when  In-Patients  are  recommended,  and  there  is 
not  Room  in  the  Houfe  to  receive  them,  they  are  put  on  the  Lift  to 
be  admitted  on  the  firft  Vacancy,  and  in  the  mean  time  are  pre- 
fcribed  for  as  Out-Patients.  No  Security  is  required  for  Burial. 
All  Accidents  are  admitted  without  Recommendation.  Tuejday 
being  the  Day  appointed  for  the  Admiffion  of  Patients,  they  are  ex- 
pefted  to  be  at  the  Hofpital,  with  their  Recommendations,  at  Ten 
of  the  Clock.  The  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  meet  every  Saturday^  at 
Twelve  of  the  Clock,  at  the  Hofpital,  where  they  give  Advice 
to  all  fuch  difeafed  Poor  who  fhall  come,  tho’  unrecommended,  and 
require  it. 

The  Beds  appointed  for  the  Reception  of  Lying-in  Women,  are  on 
a  feparate  Floor  from  the  Wards  ufed  for  Sick  and  Lame.  And  that 
Ladies  may  conveniently  vifit  the  Lying-in  Patients  without  being 
incommoded  with  the  Sick  and  Lame,  there  are  diftindl  Stair-Cafes 
leading  to  the  feparate  Wards  j  the  Lying-in  Ward  having  no  Com¬ 
munication  with  thofe  of  the  Sick  and  Lame.  Married  Women 
only  are  admitted  (in  the  laft  Month  of  their  Pregnancy)  after  they 
have  been  examined  by  the  Weekly-Board,  and  on  their  producing 
an  Affidavit,  made  before  a  Juftice  of  the  Peace,  of  the  Time  and 
Place  of  their  Marriage,  and  of  the  Settlement  of  the  Hufband,  with 
the  Manner  the  faid  Settlement  was  obtained,  whether  by  Birth,  Ser¬ 
vitude,  or  otherwife.  And  that  this  ufeful  Branch  of  the  Charity, 
the  Midwifery  Ward,  may  be  made  every  way  beneficial,  and  not 
liable  to  any  Objection,  no  Pupils  will  be  admitted ;  the  Whole  being 
under  the  Diredtion  of  Dr,  William  Douglas^  Phyfician,  and  Man- 
Midwife.  .  . 

The  Hofpital  (in  order  the  more  to  extend  the  Benefit  of  the  Cha-» 
rity)  having  increafed  the  Number  of  the  Beds  in  \htLying-in'W2iX&^ 
no  Woman  whatfoever  who  has  been  able  to  prove  her  Marriage,.
